SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


Alexander J. Mitchell, Chairman

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To the Citizens of Natick: 


During the past year the Board has in addition to its routine 
duties been confronted with special work which has been cared for 
and some matters of long standing, which are of vital interest to the 
town, have received attention. 

The so-called Naphen land, a part of the plot upon which the 
new Junior High School is being erected was taken by right of eminent 
domain and the sum of $28,050.00 was awarded as damages. Three 
houses that stood on this land were sold at public auction and the 
sum of $7,300.00 was realized. The releases of this property and the 
deed of the remainder of the school plot which was so generously 
donated by our esteemed benefactor, Mr. William H. Coolidge, are 
now in the keeping of the proper town official. 


That part of the .Collins Morse estate located on West Central 
Street east of Mill Street upon which a dwelling stands was sold 
August 6th for $4,775.00 at public auction and two parcels of land 
on West Central Street west of Mill Street and one parcel on Mill 
Street between West Central and Speen Streets will be sold at an 
early date. There will then remain one lot on the southerly side of 
West Central Street known as the Pine Grove lot and one lot in 
Ashland, Massachusetts. A claim of joint ownership prevents the 
sale of these lots until a satisfactory agreement is reached with the 
claimant. There has been no assessments on this property for years 
and its sale means revenue from taxes as well as a possibility of its 
development. 

The blanket form of insurance is now a reality as far as the 
town’s buildings and their contents are concerned. A careful inventory 
of the property in possession of the various departments was made 
and we believe that everything of a perishable nature is included in 
the list of insured. We are greatly indebted to Mr. Arthur B. Fair 
for his untiring efforts to bring this work to completion. 

An attempt was made to relieve congestion caused by parking of 
automobiles on Main and Washington Streets and hearings were held 
that the citizens might express their views. The sentiment was so 
strongly opposed to any change that no action was taken. 

In accordance with the vote of the town meeting conferences 
with the Park Commissioners in reference to the laying out of West 
Street and West Street Extension have been held and the work of 
the layout is complete. 

The town has been represented at hearings granted by the Mass-

achusetts Public Utilities Commission on petitions of the West Boston 
Gas Company to increase its rates and those of other public service 
corporations, joint hearings of Middlesex County and Massachusetts 
Highway Commissioners and also at hearings before the Legislative 
Committees where bills effecting the town were to be acted upon. 


One of the most pleasant duties of the past year has been the 
presentation of the Boston Post cane to Mr. John L. Sanger of 77 
West Central Street as the oldest inhabitant of the town, and also a 
visit to his residence on January 17th when he celebrated his ninetieth 
birthday. 

In conclusion we wish to take this occasion to thank the various 
town officials, as well as those other citizens whose hearty support 
and co-operation we have received during the past year.

CHIEF OF THE FIRE DEPARTMENT 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen, 
Town of Natick, Mass., 


Gentlemen: 

I respectfully submit the following report for your consideration:

REMARKS 


I recommend the closing of the Hose No. 4 Station located in 
Felchville, this coming year: This station is costing the Town of Natick 
practically $1,000.00 per year to maintain it, and the Town is not deriv- 
ing sufficient protection, for the amount of money expended. ‘This hose 
wagon is horse drawn and the horse is worked by the Board of Public 
Works during the day, and is not available when needed, and at all 
times the apparatus from the Central Station will cover all fires in this 
locality arriving ahead of the present company. 

As a point of information I wish to inform the citizens, that at the 
present time we have a mutual aid agreement with the Towns of Fram- 
ingham and Wellesley, our fire alarm system is working in conjunction 
with the latter, and on all second alarm fires in the dangerous sections 
of the Town, we have apparatus and men responding from these towns 
direct to the location of the fire. 

As a result of this agreement, I recommend four additional per- 
manent men to be added to the force, so that in case of our apparatus 
being called to assist out of town, we may still maintain a sufficient 
force that may meet any emergency in our own district. 

I also recommend the purchase of 2,000 feet of two and one-half 
inch hose, (double jacket) as none has been purchased for two years. 
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In my opinion the Town is well equipped in motor apparatus and 
there should be no expenditures in this line for some time. What is 
mostly needed is a permanent force, sufficient to man the apparatus at 
all times. Each one of the twelve permanent men receive a day off in 
five, and as this schedule takes three men off duty three days, and two 
men off duty two days, leaving a very limited number on duty during 
meal hours, our strength is cut down considerably. During vacation 
periods which require six months in the year, further cripples the de- 
partment as no extra appropriation is provided in this department for 
extra help. 

In conclusion I wish to thank the citizens and the Honorable Board 
of Selectmen for all assistance given this department in the past.

Gentlemen: 


During the year our fire alarm system has been connected with the 
Wellesley fire alarm system so that all alarms of fire in each town are 
transmitted to the other. The running card has been established be- 
tween the two towns so in case of a serious fire, aid is immediately sent 
without further notice. 

The system has been rebuilt on Eliot, Pleasant, Water, Morse and 
Common Streets. All limbs of trees have been removed from the en- 
tire system where grounds were found. 

I would recommend the installing of new wire from Sunnyside and 
Worcester Street to engine house in North Natick. The batteries ia 
the Central Station will have to be renewed this year as this is neces- 
sary every five years. 

I also recommend that phantom boxes be installed in outlaying 
districts to cover sections of the Town where the fire alarm system 
does not extend.

RECOMMENDATIONS 


Addition to Police Headquarters: 

The committee appointed by the moderator at the last annual town 
meeting to consider perfecting plans for additional space to relieve 
the cramped conditions at Police Headquarters will no doubt make 
a detailed report and recommendations and I hope the voters will give 
this matter fair consideration. 

It has been suggested that the land west of the Fire Station 
formerly occupied by the Board of Public Works and owned by the 
town would be an ideal place to erect a police station with a court 
room on the second floor. The rent paid by the County to the town 
for said court room would cover the interest and also part of the 
cost of the building. 

At present the office is located on the second floor which can ibe 
reached only by passing in full view of the cells where at times 
offenders of the law are confined. 

The many women who have occasion to call at the office relative 
to automobiles and other matters should not be required to witness 
these conditions. 


Days Off for Police Officers: 

Again I call attention to the fact that nearly every town in the 
Commonwealth the size of Natick or larger gives each police officer 
one day off in eight and an eight hour day. ‘Therefore I hope that 
this town will be in favor of giving its police officers at least one day 
off in twelve. In this way the substitute officer, for whom the town 
has already appropriated a salary, could be kept in constant service 
without added expense. 

Furthermore our patrolmen make up for their days off as they 
work nine hours a day and are subject to be worked twenty-four hours 
a day when their services are required; moreover, the night officers 
do rye receive any extra recompense for overtime spent in testifying 
at Court. 


Ford Car: 


The department should be granted enough money to purchase a 
new Ford Touring Car to replace the present one which was bought 
second-hand two years ago and has been a great asset in assisting in 
the work which we are called upon to do. 
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Officer at East Natick: 

A great many requests have been received here relative to assign- 
ing a police officer at Kast Natick, especially during the summer months. 
At present certain store-keepers in that district are paying a police 
officer for his services on Saturday nights and the officer at Felch- 
ville makes one trip there during the evenings. 

I feel that there should be an additional regular police officer 
appointed and assigned there, giving the people of that locality the 
same police protection which is now granted North and South Natick. 

In conclusion, I desire to extend my thanks to all who have in 
any way aided the department in its work during the year.

REPORT OF GYPSY AND BROWN-TAIL 
MOTH DEPARTMENT 


FOR THE YEAR ENDING DECEMBER 31, 1926 


The Gypsy Moth has much increased again this year and in some 
places are very bad. It is apparent that more spraying will have to be 
done along the roadsides. Some of the bad and brushy places along the 
roads have been cleaned and a few worthless trees taken out during the 
bad weather when other work could not be done. Snow came early 
_ this year and prevented our getting the egg clusters creosoted on the 
street trees which is usually done in the fall. The under snow line will 
have to be done later. We are in sad need of a new sprayer. Much of 
the insecticides falling back into the street wasted in our efforts to 
reach the tops of the high trees with antiquated and much worn 
machinery. 


The Brown Tail webs are very scarce, we having very few to date. 
The State wish us to be sure and make a general survey of the Town 
so we will not have an outbreak and the United States Government al- 
ways want a few samples if obtainable.

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REPORT OF TREE WARDEN 


FOR THE YEAR ENDING DECEMBER 31, 1926 


We have not had quite so many trees killed by gas leaks this year 
but quite a number of trees have died from natural causes and some 
have had to be removed on account of being in the way of driveways 
and some in the highway particularly two very large elms. One on 
Hartford Street not finished on account of lack of funds, “and several 
more trees could not be taken care of on the same account,’ and the 
Palmer Elm so-called on Palmer Avenue. These were by the request 
of the Selectmen. 


It seemed too bad for these wonderful trees in the best of condi- 
tion and which took at least one hundred years to grow them to have 
to come down but the benefit of same is very apparent. 


The Town has a lot of fine trees and quite a number made unsightly 
by the storm but there are many streets that have very few trees and 
some none especially where many new houses have been built. These 
places have the appearance of a prairie town, not beautiful New Eng- 
land. We need more planting of young trees. We cannot do it with 
our available funds. In our Governor’s address he says, “the roads of 
France are famous for their trees and recommends the Legislature to 
authorize the Department to furnish trees to plant along the State 
Highways.” 

Natick has many valuable assets but for a normal amount expended 
for tree planting the Town could be far more beautified and made as 
pretty a town as is on the map. It seems as if there was plenty of 
money expended for less worthy causes.

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REPORT OF NATICK PARK DEPARTMENT 


January 10, 1927. 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen, 
Natick, Mass., 


Gentlemen: 


The Board of Park Commissioners submit their report for the year 
ending December 31, 1926. 


The members organized with John Duguid, Chairman and John 
Mitchell, Clerk. 


Before we could use any water this year we were forced by the 
Public Works Department to buy and install water meters and build 
manholes at all drinking fountains at the parks and playgrounds which 
was quite an unexpected expense to come from our regular appropria- 
tion. 

The latter part of May the Board of Health asked our Board for 
permission to use the mud-hole beyond the bathing beach for a town 
dump. Before allowing anything dumped there we had to build a dam 
across between Dug Pond and the mud-hole so as not to pollute the 
water at the bathing beach which was also an unexpected expenditure. 


We recommend that the Town build a permanent bath house at 
Dug Pond as the enclosures now used there are not large enough to 
accommodate the bathers, they do not afford any privacy and are so 
badly out of repair that it will necessitate building new ones. 

In conjunction with the Board of Selectmen, the Superintendent of 
Public Works and the Town Engineer we went over the land from 
West Street to the proposed new Athletic Field at the Town Home and 
set stakes in anticipation of relocating and straightening and widening 
the road now used to the bathing beach and through to South Main 
Street by the Athletic Field. 


The stone marking the “Wilson Tree’ on the Common having be- 
come badly mutilated and nearly destroyed by being tipped over will be 
remedied as soon as conditions permit. 


The drinking fountain at the Common was the cause of consider- 
able comment to our Board by the malicious breaking of the four bub- 
blers causing the early closing of the fountain.

Erected by the Town of Natick in Honor of its Citizens who 
Volunteered for United States Service in the Spanish- 
American War and Phillipine Insurrection of 1898. 


Said Memorial was placed on the Natick Common. The site for 
same was selected by the Park Commissioners with your committee 
on Memorial. 

The Memorial comprises a granite base with block carrying a 
municipal flag pole. Bronze tablets on same carry the names of all 
members of Company L of Natick, United States Volunteers, also all 
citizens of Natick who saw service in other organizations other than 
Company L, including the regular army, Marine Corps, and Navy. 


The Memorial was dedicated with appropriate services on Sunday 
afternoon, April 19, 1925. It was turned over to the Town by Com- 
mander J. Newlin Bowers of Philip Conneally Camp, U. S. W. V., 
also a member of the committee on Memorial. It was accepted for 
the Town through the Selectmen by A. J. Mitchell. 

The flags in use for the same were donated. The Garrison flag, 
or the one used on holidays and on special occasions, was donated 
through Commander Remmele of Troop 1, Boy Scouts of Natick. Two 
storm flags were presented—one by the Nellie Thayer Bemis Tent 
Daughters of Veterans and one by the General Wadsworth Relief 
Corps. Your committee wishes to acknowledge the receiving of those 
flags and thank on behalf of the Town the donators of same. 


Your committee found in designing Memorial that they would 
accomplish two purposes with the design adopted—in the first place 
being a suitable Memorial to its citizens who participated in the 
Spanish-American War and in the second giving a municipal flag pole 
to the Town of Natick.

REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 


To the Annual Town Meeting of Natick, Mass., March, 1927. 


Since the date of our last report the Town has lost the services 
on this board of Mr. William E, Daniels, who resigned on account 
of giving up his residence in Natick, after a term of eight years. 


In accordance with the vote of the Town that the Selectmen shall 
ask the Planning Board for a report on proposals for new streets 
before laying them out for acceptance, plans have been submitted 
to us for Maine Avenue, Wellesley Avenue and Jefferson Street. Our 
report on these plans follows: 


Natick, January 13, 1927. 
To the Board of Selectmen— 


Gentlemen: 


The Planning Board has carefully examined the plans made by 
the town engineer for the proposed layouts for street extensions sub- 
mitted to us today, and we respectfully make the following recom- 
mendations : 


Ist. In our opinion all layouts for new streets or extensions 
should comprise building lines with at least 20 feet set-back on each 
side to control future building. This is customary in most up-to-date 
municipalities. These set-backs can be secured, generally, in con- 
nection with the acceptance of a street, without question of damages, 
and it is the only right time to do it. 


2nd. In these days, when streets are made for automobile traffic, 
all corners should be rounded to a radius of not less than 15 feet. 
This, also, is now a general practice. Round corners will be ultimately 
universal, and the time to get them at least cost is when the street 
is first accepted. 


Taking the three proposed layouts separately: 
Maine Avenue from Worcester Street to Connecticut Avenue, and 


Wellesley Avenue, from Worcester Street to Maple Avenue :— 
As these roads are not liable to become thorofares, the width of 40 
ft is, in our opinion, right; and the profiles are such as to provide 
good drainage. With the addition of 20 ft. set-back lines and rounded 
corners we would approve these layouts, but not otherwise 


Jefferson Street Extension from School Street to Lincoln St.: 
Our report on this layout would be the same as the two previous ones, 
except that it seems the street would be just as useful and convenient 
if kept on the south side of the brook, which would save the $2,000. 
expense of covering the brook. This, however, is a question rather 
for the Advisory Committee to consider. We would approve the layout 
if provided with set-backs and round corners. 
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We recommend that the work of making these streets be done 
according to the provisions of the Betterment Law.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS TO THE 
SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


I submit to you herewith my fifth annual report as Superintendent 
of Schools. 


REORGANIZATION OF THE SCHOOL SYSTEM 


Strong assurance has been given by the architects that the Coolidge 
Junior High School will be completed before September 1, 1927. Ac- 
cordingly plans are now being made to reorganize the schools in har- 
mony with the theories and practices adopted by Massachusetts towns 
and cities maintaining junior high schools. 

The prevailing custom is to divide the twelve years of school life 
into three parts or units as follows: 


1. Six years of elementary instruction with a common course for all 
pupils. This unit deals with Grades One to Six inclusive. 


2. Three years of instruction in part uniform for all, in part differ- 
-entiated to meet individual needs. ‘This is the field of education 
assigned to the Junior High School. It includes Grades Seven, 
Eight and Nine or First Year of High School. 


3. Three years of a differentiated offering of courses in which English 
and Physical Education are the only common requirements. ‘This 
unit is known as the Senior High School. It enrolls the classes 
now known as Sophomore, Junior and Senior. 

This form of organization if in use this year would distribute the 
pupils as follows: 


Elementary Schools 1,649 
Junior High Schools 598 
Senior High Schools 412

Whether the Wilson School will be discontinued as proposed in the 
above table depends upon the completion and furnishing of all the rooms 
in the Junior High School. The contract made with the builders pro- 
vides that three rooms shall be left in an unfinished condition. This 
provision enabled the Building Committee to accept the lowest bid and 
proceed with the construction of the school without calling a special 
town meeting. It is in the interest of economy and conducive to effi- 
cent organization to appropriate at the next town meeting a sum large 
enough to take care of the rooms not provided for by the existing con- 
tract. It will be more expensive to maintain a few rooms in the Wilson 
School. 


SUPERVISION 


A much needed service is being rendered by Miss Mary Elizabeth 
O’Connor, Supervisor of Elementary Schools, grades one to six inclu- 
“sive. Miss O’Connor has had long and successful experience in-grade 
work, both as teacher and principal. 

Miss O’Connor since her graduation from the Bridgewater Normal 
School in 1902 has qualified herself for supervisory work; by teaching 
in the grades, by many years’ experience as principal in her homie city, 
and by intensive study in such professional schools as Columbia, Har- 
vard, Massachusetts Agricultural College and Boston University. From 
the latter institution she holds the degrees of Bachelor of Science in 
Education and Master of Education. 

To read the report of Miss O’Connor is to be made aware of the 
many benefits that are to be derived from a trained specialist in super- 
vision. Natick moved forward educationally when it authorized this 
new position. 


FACTS CONCERNING TRANSPORTATION 


‘Transportation costs are mounting steadily due to the growth of 
school population in new residential districts, in localities where schools 
have been discontinued, and in sections where school accommodations 
are inadequate. Three busses, exclusive of the Middlesex & Boston 
bus used by North Natick pupils, have been employed the past year and 
commencing the new year four busses will be required. 

The Lokerville community, until September, 1924, sent its children 
to a school in Framingham located at a convenient distance. The town 
paid tuition at the rate of fifty-five dollars per year. Increasing num- 
bers in Framingham compelled the School Committee of that town to 
refuse admission to Natick pupils. 
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The cost of tuition at the rate of fifty-five dollars per pupil for the 
present number of Natick children resident in Lokerville, namely: 
twenty-seven, would exceed slightly the cost of transportation. Finan- 
cially it is to the advantage of the town to transport the pupils of this 
section. ‘The parents prefer to send their children to Framingham as 
it is near home. Several new homes on Speen Street add to the num- 
bers conveyed in the Lokerville bus. 

The East Natick School has had an enrolment beyond normal ca- 
pacity from the very beginning. Plans were made when the school 
opened to provide instructions for Grades One to Six inclusive. The 
attendance the first day showed that additional facilities would be need- 
ed if provision were to be made for more than three grades. The school 
was organized for four grades and grades five and six were transported 
to the Wilson School. This is the present arrangement; thirty-seven 
children are transported on the Boston & Worcester Street Railway. 


The North Natick children are taken, to school in two busses one 
owned and operated by Daniel Britton, the other the bus of the Middle- 
sex & Boston Street Railway Company; the first six grades go to the 
Felchville School and the upper grades to the Lincoln School. 


The most difficult problem to solve satisfactorily has been the one 
presented by the situation in the Little South District. In three years 
the number to be transported has increased from twenty to twenty-five 
to more than fifty. Safety now requires that two busses be employed. 
This means that the expense would be doubled if the practice of return- 
ing the children to their homes for lunch were continued. 


The committee proposes to employ two busses to relieve the crowded 
conditions of the last few months. The noon trips will be continued 
until April 1, 1927. On and after April 1, the noon trips will be omitted 
permanently. It is hard to justify the present practice in view of the - 
fact that the noon privilege is not accorded to the residents of North 
Natick, East Natick and Lokerville. 


The adoption in September of the six—three—three plan of organ- 
ization, namely: six years of elementary school, three years of junior 
high school and three years of senior high school will add materially to 
transportation costs as it will remove all seventh and eighth grades 
from the schools in which they are now enrolled. There are ninety 
pupils from South Natick and West Natick in these grades this year. 
The expense for transporting this number will be approximately fifteen 
hundred dollars. 

The conclusion is inevitable from a consideration of the facts here 
recorded that getting the children to school from all sections of the 
town in safety and comfort is a matter of ever increasing importance. 


The cost of this service, however, were it twice as large as at pres- 
ent, if spread over the entire membership in the school system, would 
add but two cents per day to the per pupil cost of education. 


BAST NATICK SCHOOL 


This school contains two classrooms each of which was designed 
for thirty-five pupils. The highest enrolment this fall was one hundred 
one or thirty-one in excess of the normal capacity of seventy. 
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The distribution by grades was as follows: 


Grade One 33 
Grade Two 25 
Grade Three 29 
Grade Four 14 
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As the membership in the first two grades exceeded the statutory 
limit of fifty it became necessary in October either to employ an assist- 
ant teacher or transfer pupils to other schools. The former course was 
chosen as transfers satisfactory to the parents would have been difficult. 
The solution effected for this year should be temporary since three 
_ teachers.cannot conduct their classes to the best advantage where floor 
space is so limited. 

Steps should be taken at once to enlarge the building. 


SINGLE GRADES FOR FELCHVILLE SCHOOLS 


After March first when the two new rooms will be ready for occu- 
pancy the Felchville School will be organized on a single grade per 
room basis and with the exception of the First Grade the membership 
in each room will be less than forty. Good results will follow this 
change.

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CONCLUSION 


In conclusion I wish to direct your attention to the special reports 
of the supervisors. Several recommendations are made by them which 
if adopted would increase the efficiency of the schools. A Dean of 
Girls in the High School, recommended by the Principal, has been felt 
for a long time. The appointment of an additional teacher of physical 
training, proposed by the Director, will be necessary if training of this 
kind is to be given its proper place in the Junior High School. A com- 
prehensive outline of physical education for the schools of Natick is 
submitted by the Director. 

For a detailed statement of the receipts and expenditures of the 
School Department you are referred to the report of the Town Ac- 
countant. 


The annual appropriation was $193,295.05. 

The expenditures were $191, 985.00 

The unexpended balance was $1,310.05. 

The receipts from all sources were $19,291.70. 

The difference between expenditures and receipts, $172,693.30 is the 
actual taxation cost of the schools for the year 1926.

To the Superintendent of Schools: 


The primary purpose of supervision is the improvement of instruc- 
tion and therefore the first duty of a new supervisor coming into a 
school system is to study the school situation carefully to find out the 
_ individual and local needs that she may promote ways and means of 
meeting them in harmony with recognized educational objectives. 

The four months it has been my privilege to serve in the Natick 
schools have been spent first in this study of the school system and town 
life, second in defining temporary educational goals and thirdly in defin- 
ite constructive work with teachers and pupils towards these objectives. 


The following outline indicates in general the paths in which I have 
worked so far.

REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR OF PHYSICAL EDUCATION 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 


I submit herewith as my first report a comprehensive outline of 
physical education for the schools of Natick. 
I. Objectives of Physical Education 
a. The immediate objectives in the organization and the leader- 
ship of child life as expressed in big muscle activities 
b. The remote objectives in adult social adjustment or efficiency 
c. The objectives in development 
1. The development of instinct mechanisms 
2. The development of intellectual mechanisms 
3. The development of neuro-muscular mechanisms 
d. The objectives in social standards 
e. The objectives in control of health conditions 
II. Scheme of Organization 
In considering the organization of the department of physical edu- 
cation in Natick, I am working on the assumption that the Junior High 
School will be ready by fall. 
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A. Supervisors 
There are approximately 2,650 pupils in the school popula- 
tion of the town. An ideal situation would be to have one 
teacher of physical education for every 500 pupils. Ac- 
cording to my diagram ae distribution of work would be 
as follows: 


1. The physical director will handle the physical training work 
for all boys in the Junior and Senior High Schools 
(about 500) 

a. In addition he will coach all sports and during the foot- 
ball season, hire an assistant to be paid out of high 
school athletic association funds (if possible) 

b. Also supervise grade school work 


2. One assistant director will handle the physical training 

work for the girls in the Junior and Senior High Schools 

a. In addition, she would coach field hockey and girls’ 
basketball 


3. The other assistant will handle and supervise physical train- 
ing in the grade schools. Also conduct “Special Classes” 


B. ‘Teachers 
1. The teachers are to be held responsible for conducting the 
physical training activities. 

a. They will be supplied with a syllabus giving a detailed 
list and description of the activities and their organ- 
ization by grades. 

b. The teachers will be taught to use the syllabus so 

that they can conduct the activities. 

c. Their work will be supervised. 


C. Organization of the time allotment 
At least 45 minutes per day of the school hours should be 
devoted to physical education. (This, of course, includes 
both morning and afternoon recesses).

3. Adequate indoor activities require a gymnasium floor.

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REPORT OF HIGH SCHOOL PRINCIPAL 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 

I recommend for your consideration the lengthening of the school 
session, making the hours 8.00 to 2.00 instead of 8.00 to 1.40 as at 
present. In case of favorable action I purpose to institute a five 
period day, each period being for one hour instead of forty minutes. 
The change in periods and hours is to provide time for the introduction 
of supervised study and the accomplishment of minimum lesson as- 
signments in school time. 

The points in favor of this plan are 

1. A teacher can divide her time into: 
a. Presentation 
b. Recitation 
c. Directed Study 
2. The pupil who does little or no studying at home can bet- 
ter prepare his “C” grade or minimum accomplishment. 
3. The teacher can devote more time to those needing help. 
4. The brighter pupil must accomplish more work to secure 
his “A” or “B” grade. Home study will be required for 
“A” and “B” assignments. 

The plan proposed makes frank recognition of the fact that home 
study is not taken seriously by large numbers of our students. It is 
an attempt to adjust school life to changed social conditions. 

This form of organization is being tried at Norwood, Massachu- 
setts and is meeting with success. 

Other needs of the High School are as follows:

DRAWING 


A Committee of the Art Section of the Massachusetts State 
Normal School Teachers’ Association upon request of the State Com- 
missioner of Education has prepared a syllabus of minimum essentials 
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in representative design and handwork to serve as a working plan for 
state wide use. 
The course has four objectives. 
A common knowledge of the elementary subject matter in 
representative design and handwork and skill in expression. 


2. An understanding of the relative value and place of art 
work in general education. _ 
3. An increased acquaintance with enjoyment of nature and 


art. 
4. An understanding of the value and place of art in history 
and modern life. 
The course in Natick schools covers all these branches. 
Interest in community needs continues. - 
In the Annual Humane Contest—Percy Morrill 1926 won a medal 
and Robert Amendola 1926 honorable mention. 


MUSIC 


Good progress is being made in music due to the co-operation of 
the classroom teacher and the assistant supervisor. 

Particular attention has been given to tone correction in the 
primary grades and sight reading in the grammar grades. 

The grammar school orchestra is doing well under Miss Eldridge’s 
direction. 

In the high school the choruses have worked satisfactorily for 
part singing. The orchestra has performed several times most credit- 
ably. 

The supervisor recommends that as soor as conditions will permit 
the choruses be reduced in numbers and the periods increased in order 
to give more attention to four part sight reading. 


HOUSEHOLD ARTS 


The curriculum has been enriched by the addition of a class in 
interior decoration and textiles. 

The aim of the course is to teach the principles of decoration, the 
selecting and arranging of household furnishings as well as the study 
of the same, such as rugs oriental and domestic, and period furniture. 
The pupils make such articles as baskets and lamp shades. 

In textiles the girls study the manufacture of cloth, selection of 
materials, removal of stains from fabrics and the best method of 
laundering. 


MANUAL TRAINING 


During the three days per week that are given over to this kind 
of work, namely: woodworking, woodfinishing and soldering, many 
practical projects are being made. Among the projects either com- 
pleted or under construction are: sewing cabinets, coat and hat trees, 
radio cabinets, bookcases, book ends, tabourets, writing desks, tables, 
table lamps, tool chests, birdhouses and piano benches. 

With the addition, (at a slight expense), of a few machines 
especially suited for school shops greater interest and skill could be 
developed. 
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The high school boys ought to be permitted to attend this depart- 
ment once a week. By so doing their tastes become better gratified, 
their eyes trained to see beauty of line, form and proportion and their 
natural enthusiasm awakened. 


TRUANCY 


The truant officer has investigated and reported on one hundred 
sixty-eight cases of absence ‘There were twenty instances of actual 
truancy. 


BOYS’ AND GIRLS’ CLUB ACTIVITIES 


An appropriation of one hundred dollars was made at the annual 
meeting in support of the Middlesex County Extension Service. 


In the boys’ and girls’ 4-H Club activities, work has been carried 
on in clothing, food, canning, poultry, garden and handicraft clubs. 
Four hundred fifty-nine boys and girls are enrolled, and sixteen local 
leaders helped to carried on the work. Joseph Coan was county 
champion of the garden clubs, and this honor entitled him to a week 
at the Champion Camp at the Massachusetts Agricultural College. 
Mary Hoey, Stephen Rich, John Casavant, Alden Nelson, George 
Steel, and Helen Barnicle were awarded a two day trip to the Mass- 
achusetts Agricultural College for doing outstanding club work. Two 
achievement club programs were conducted, which gave the boys and 
girls opportunity to exhibit their work. Assistance was given the 
local Grange in judging the work of the boys and girls at the local 
fair. Club members in this town were in competition with 3,960 boys 
and girls of Middlesex County. 


Farm visits were made to those who requested individual farm 
service. For the benefit of home-makers two series of meetings were 
condutcd,—one for food selection and the other on food preservation. 
The purpose of the food selection meetings was to help home-makers 
in the selection and preparation of foods with the idea of improving 
the general health of the family. The food preservation meetings 
were for the purpose of teaching the easiest and most satisfactory 
methods to use in the canning of fruits and vegetables. 


In addition to the local meetings held, several county-wide meet- 
ings were conducted, such as the county picnic at the Market Garden 
Field Station, the annual meeting of the Extension Service at Waltham, 
and sectional meetings of fruit growers and poultrymen. These were 
attended by many Natick people.

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REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON PLAYGROUNDS 


On May 10, 1926, Mr. Fittz, chairman of the School Committee, 
appointed the superintendent and Mrs. McManus as a sub-committee 
on playgrounds. Accordingly, they, with three auxiliary members-—- 
Mrs. Paul Hughes, Mrs. Frank Twitchell and Major Daniel J. Murphy 
—organized with Major Murphy as chairman, Mr. Kingman as treas- 
urer, and Mrs. McManus as secretary. 

The committee voted to maintain a six weeks’ session, beginning 
July 6, at five grounds: Bacon, East Natick, South Natick, Oak 
Grove, and Cochituate Street. The playground at Felchville was 
discontinued, this year, because of the construction work in progress 
there. 

Mr. James F. Hickey, Jr. was appointed Director and the Misses 
Mary Quinn, Blanche McCordick, Bernice Belger, Dorothy Ryan, Mary 
McGrath, and Margaret Hosman served as his assistants. 


Under “League Activities’ the director featured swimming con- 
tests, basketball, baseball, horseshoe, and tennis tournaments. As an 
experiment tennis was introduced at two grounds, and proved so suc- 
cessful that the committee hopes that all grounds will be equipped 
with courts next year. The “Special Activities” provided a track 
meet, badge tests, a “Doll Carriage and Pet Parade’, playground golf, 
a marble tournament, a ball-throwing contest,—besides a thorough 
course in handcraft work. Folk dancing was taught, weekly, at the 
high school. -But the outstanding special activity was the third annual 
baseball game between the business and the professional men in town. 


August 15 was Demonstration Day—with its attendant field sports 
at Coolidge Field and the Mother Goose Fantasy at the high school. 
The wonderful display of handcraft—all of which had been done at 
the summer session—was greatly to the credit of both pupils and in- 
structors. 

Of the twelve hundred dollars appropriated by Town Meeting for 
the maintenance of summer playgrounds, the committee is returning 
one hundred thirty-four dollars and sixty-four cents ($134.64) which 
would, approximately, have been the cost of the sixth playground had 
Felchville been available. 

The Committee extends its hearty thanks to Mr. Robert Harwood 
for a generous donation of balls; to Major Murphy for a pair of 
sport shoes offered as a prize in the Doll Carriage parade competition ; 
also to Mrs. Robert Gould Shaw for the use of the Shaw gymnasium 
at South Natick and for the gift of ten dollars which the committee 
used for the “Shaw Prizes” in the Doll carriage parade contest; and 
lastly to Mr. Peterson, of the Manual Training Department, for the 
Mother Goose Shoe he made, and to Mrs. Austin H. Fittz for her 
assistance in coaching the Mother Goose Fantasy.

To the Board of Selectmen and Citizens: 


We present herewith the Sixth Annual Report of the Board of 
Public Works. 

We feel that the condition of the streets and roads of the Town 
of Natick has been kept at the high standard of excellence attained 
since the Board of Public Works took over the care of the streets. 

The cost of maintenance increases from year to year. Every mile 
of rebuilt road completed means an increased amount of patching 
from time to time in order to pervent deterioration, and also occasional 
application of asphalted oil or tar compound. 

With the assistance of the State and County, that part of Eliot 
Street from Eliot Square in South Natick, southerly towards Sherborn 
for about a mile and one-half, has been rebuilt during the year. Owing 
to the bad condition of the street main as evidenced by frequent breaks, 
the Board decided that it was unwise to rebuild this street without 
relaying the defective main. About two thousand feet of ten inch 
cast iron main was laid replacing the old cement-lined main. 

North Main Street from Washington Avenue north to Worcester 
Street was repaired, not rebuilt in 1922, the Town having voted for 
this type of construction rather than rebuliding. It is showing the 
effects of wear but the old cement-lined main which is six inch and 
in poor condition, should be replaced with a ten or twelve inch cast 
iron main before the street is rebuilt. 

It is probable that within a few years the residents of North Main 
Street, Park Avenue and adjacent streets will demand the extension 
of the sewer system to this section. 
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The Water Department is fast approaching a satisfactory condition. 
The work of replacing mains which has been going on for three years, 
has made a great improvement in the system affording greater volume 
of water supply in the center of the Town, and in South Natick and 
lessening the danger of a conflagration in either section of the Town. 

During the year the mains on Main Street from the head of South 
Avenue southerly to East Street and extending through East, Sherman 
and Lincoln Streets to Central Street were replaced with twelve inch 
cast iron pipe. The main on Summer Street was relaid with twelve 
inch cast iron main from Main Street through Washington Avenue, 
connecting with twelve inch main in Pond Street through twelve inch 
main in Maple Street laid last year. We thus have two loops of 
twelve inch cast iron mains, one east and one west of Main Street. 

With the replacing of the remainder of the old cement-lined pipe 
on Central Street, between Wilson Street and Lincoln Square, the 
centre of the Town should be well supplied with water for fire pur- 
poses. 

The matter of sidewalks is still a pressing one. However as only 
one half the amount of money appropriated is really borne by the 
Town, the other half by the abuttors, unless the Town sees fit to 
appropriate a large sum, the amount of work done each year is neces- 
sarily limited. 

The policy of the Board is to use mechanical equipment as fast as 
it is given appropriation, thus making the department employees much 
more efficient in operating these devices, than doing the work by hand. 

In our report of 1926 it was recommended that an appropriation 
sufficient to complete the reconstruction of the remaining eleven filter 
beds of the Sewer Department. ‘The appropriation given was only 
sufficient for the reconstruction of four beds, making seven in all 
which have been reconstructed. 

The State Board of Health in a communication to the Department 
recommended the early rebuilding of the remaining seven beds and 
the construction of two new beds. 

For details we refer you to the report of the Superintendent.

GENERAL 
The following report submitted to you and the Citizens of Natick 
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of the activities of the divisions of the Department for the year just 
closed, shows that it has been the busiest we have had in any previous 
years. 

Automobile traffic is increasing yearly and by constant and timely 
attention to the top surfacing of our roads by oils, asphalt, and tarvia 
we have been able to keep them in fair condition. Our outlying dis- 
tricts have been given more attention and this service will be in- 
creased from year to year. 

The relaying of new water mains, reconstructing sewer beds, the 
laying of new street drains, the construction of almost two miles of 
permanent Asphalt Macadam road, building of several new streets 
under the Betterment Act, the laying of granolithic walks, and the 
general maintenance, kept all divisions and extra help busy during 
the year. 

All divisions with the office are permanently located on Middlesex 
Avenue and Spring Street, thus making it convenient for the Public, 
and greatly adding to the efficiency of operating the Department. 


HIGHWAY DIVISION 


STREETS 


Construction: 


Drainage it will be admitted by all road builders is an important 
part of road building. In the past if a road was well crowned it was 
thought to be drained, but surface drainage is only one of the two 
drainage factors available to the road builder and not the most im- 
portant either. . The other, sub-drainage, which operates underground 
and has for its purpose the lowering of ground water level under and 
adjacent to roads. Ground water though unseen and unless effectually 
curbed will ruin pavements and destroy roads by causing heaving in 
winter; therefore in the items following drainage was given careful 
attention.

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CONSTRUCTION 


Eliot Street from the Old Town Park, South Natick, to Everett 
Street was a State and County aid job. It is a part of a thru route 
laid out by the State and County Commissioners to care for the traffic 
thru Wellesley, South Natick, Sherborn, Holliston and Milford. 

A twenty foot street, 7,750 ft. in length was built of 6 inch broken 
stone penetrated with asphalt, and with another appropriation this year, 
the southerly portion of the town wili be in fair shape.

South Avenue from Dewey Street to Main Street which had been 
in a deplorable condition for years was rebuilt early last spring. It 
has an average width of 24 ft. and is 1800 ft. in length built of broken 
stone and penetrated with asphalt. 800 ft. of 10 and 12 inch drain pipe 
was laid and 16 catch basins were built.

Maintenance: 

With 90 per cent of the roads thruout the town either gravel or 
dirt, the increased cost of bituminous materials the past few years, the 
patching and oiling of surface treated roads, the upkeep of the better 
pavements, and the cleaing of basins and drains presents a maintenance 
problem as the greatest problem. 

With the ever increasing motor traffic, if the roads that are shaped 
and rolled are not treated with some kind of binder it is impossible 
to keep them in passable condition. 

All open ditches, culverts, and pipes carrying stirface drainage 
were kept clean and all catch basins cleaned when necessary. 

Approximately 32 miles of streets were treated with bituminous 
material during the past year. The following tables will show what 
streets were treated and the different materials used. The letters 
L. H. and T. refer respectively to Light Oil, Heavy Oil, and Tar.

A greater amount of material was used the past year than in 
former ones, owing to the long. stretch of Macadam road on Eliot 
Street and the building of Pinehurst and Wellesley Avenues, Lake 
and LaGrange Streets and Grove Rd. 


The following Table seeks to show in a general way the results 
obtained from expenditures under both construction and maintenance 
since the organization of your Board. The term permanent refers to 
streets with a broken stone base course of three or more inches, and 
a three inch broken stone wearing surface bound with heavy bitumin- 
ous material; while semi-permanent refers to streets with either a 
good gravel or broken stone surface treated with a bituminous binder 
and showing an ability to stand up under ordinary traffic for several 
years with no other work than occasional patching and bituminous 
treatments every year or two.

BRIDGES, CULVERTS AND DRAINS 


From the junction of Spring and Summer Streets 365 feet of 12 


inch drain pipe and 2 basins were laid in Spring and West Central 
Streets to a catch basin in front of Dr. Rowe’s. This drain replaces 
an old stone culvert that crossed thru private property and bothered 
aiter heavy rains. 

1,050 ft. of 12, 15, and 18 inch pipe and 7 catch basins were laid 
in Grove Street from Kinsman Place to Winnemay Street. This 
drain will care for the water shed from parts of Beacon, Parkman, 
Charles, Walnut and Grove Streets. 

1,444 feet of 12 inch pipe and 12 catch basins were laid in Union 
Street from the property of E. Burks’ to Woodland Street. 

50 ft. of 36 inch concrete pipe and 4 basins were laid in Leach 
Lane, South Natick, to replace an old stone culvert that was not of 
proper grade to care for the low land that lies east of Union Street. 

580 ft. of 10 inch pipe and 4 basins were laid in Sheridan Street 
to care for the water from parts of Avon, Sherman and Sheridan 
Streets. 

280 ft. of 10 inch pipe and 4 basins were laid in Atherton and 
Pitts Streets. 

100 ft. of 18 inch drain pipe was relaid off Washington Avenue 
because of a poorly laid drain that was blocked. 

360 ft. of 10 inch pipe and 2 basins were laid in Cottage Street 
from Circular Ave. to T. Sullivan’s 

About 800 ft. of 36 inch concrete pipe was laid in Curve Street 
the past year. Considerable ledge was encountered on the easterly 
end of Curve Street that was costly and slowed up the work. This © 
drain will eventually do away with the open brook that runs thru 
private property on South Main Street and allow the drains thru the 
Morse Street section to be lowered. 

During the year 1926, 9,533 ft. of drain pipe was laid, varying in 
size from 10 inch to 48 inch and 100 new catch basins built. 

The so-called “Sunkaway Bridge” collapsed late in the fall and 
had to be entirely rebuilt. A part of the money to rebuild the bridge 
was voted for by the Advisory Board and taken from the Reserve Fund. 

One thousand dollars was appropriated for retaining walls and 
fences. The greater part of this was used building a retaining wall 
between the Public Works Building and Robinson’s Garage on Mid- 
dlesex Avenue. 

It was necessary to build this wall so a sidewalk could be built and 
it also did away with a dangerous embankment that existed at this 
point. 

The W. B. Robinson Estate paid the entire cost of the fence and 
part cost of the wall. 


SNOW AND ICE 


While it might be erroneous to state that snow removal from 
streets and highways is a new problem, yet it must be admitted that 
it has only been in the past few years that any systematic effort has 
been made by the Department to cope with the emergencies incident to 
heavy snowfalls. The rapid strides in motor transportation, the chang- 
ing of car lines to busses, the business trucks or cars of the merchants 
or motor vehicles in general is a problem that must be met squarely 
if the highways are to be kept clear of snow. 


Moreover the Public now demands that the roads be kept passable 
at all times. When we first began to remove snow to any extent, the 
Public was delighted and quite complimentary. They have, however, 
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become accustomed to having the roads open and in general are very 
critical if snow removal is not carried on promptly and rapidly. In 
1921 there were 718 cars and trucks registered in town. The past 
year there were three times that amount registered, therefore, if the 
roads must be kept clear of snow, heavier equipment must be purchased 
by the town. 

The two heavy storms last February accompanied by high winds 
caused more damage to the light trucks than the rest of the year 
caused on maintenance and construction work. 


PLANT AND EQUIPMENT 


A new Ford Dump Truck was purchased by the Department the 
past year and was used mostly for patching. It was a big asset, 
especially in the outlying district. A new boiler was installed in the 
old road roller which had been in use for the past fifteen years. A 
new pair of horses and harness as well as an up-to-date concrete mixer 
were also added to the equipment. An addition was added to the 
cement block building in the rear of Middlesex Avenue to help house 
the equipment of the Department.

PUMPING STATION 


The pumping equipment has run very smoothly during the past 
year and at the present time is in good condition. ‘The electric centri- 
fugal pump was in operation the entire year and the steam plant held 
in reserve for emergencies. For detailed report of Pumping Station 
attention is called to the following Table 2. 

On Table 1, the month of July is chosen as a standard, as the 
sewage pumped is the lowest percentage of water pumped. It is 
assumed that there was no leakage into the system during July, 
thence, the percentage of water pumped to sewage pumped (57%) 
is used as a standard. 


To save space the columns are lettered as follows: 

A—Water pumped in million gallons 

B—Sewage pumped in million gallons 

C—Relation of sewage pumped to water pumped 

D—Percentage of excess sewage pumped to water pumped 

E—Excess sewage pumped in million gallons 

F—“‘Fuel Equivalent” cost of pumping sewage due to leakage 

H—Excess “Fuel Equivalent” cost of pumping sewage due to leakage 
of ground water into sewage system

PUMPING STATION 


The Station and equipment continues to be maintained at a high 
standard under the direction of the engineer.

DISTRIBUTION SYSTEM 


During the past year about 11,817 feet of mains have been ex- 
tended or relaid, and 114 additional services have been laid. 

Before constructing the macadam pavement in Eliot Street, about 
2,300 feet of 10 inch cast iron water main was laid replacing an old 
6 inch cement lined main. The total cost of this work was taken 
from the receipts of the department. 

The replacement of the cement lined main from Washington Ave. 
through Summer Street, Main Street, East Street, Sherman Street, 
Lincoln Street, and East Central Street to Wilson Street with 12 inch 
cast iron pipe will provide adequate fire protection and good pressure 
at times of heavy draft. During the coming season the 12 inch cast 
iron main will be continued on East Central Street from Wilson Street 
to Lincoln Square, and connecting with the 18 inch force main at this 
point. 

Table 3 accompanying this report gives detailed information of 
the construction activities of this division during the past, while the 
financial report gives total costs. 

Unit costs including stock, material, labor, all. appurtenances in- 
volved, short connections with existing lines at intersections, and nec- 
essary service connections as follows:

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF PUBLIC WELFARE 


The work of this Department, especially during the winter months 
has been harder owing to the fact that many of the applicants do not 
speak our language intelligently, therefore are unable to understand 
quickly, nevertheless we have endeavored to do justice to all. 

We could use to great advantage children’s clothing that is not too 
badly worn. 

The Leonard Morse Hospital have referred to this Board thirty 
cases of doubtful pay. We have collected for them $500.67. 

Three incurables have been sent to the State Infirmary, without 
cost, relatives paying for their care. 

One child has been admitted to the Hospital School at Canton 
without cost to the Town. 

The State Department of Public Welfare have asked the opinion 
of relief officials in regard to a proposed law changing the name of 
“Almshouses” to “Infirmaries” and abolishing the word “pauper” where 
it appears in the public statutes, also that city and town relief officials 
be known as the “Board of Public Welfare” and not the Overseers of 
the Public Welfare” as is the case in some municipalities. It was with 
some pride for the Town that we answered them as follows: 

“For more than twenty years our “Town Farm” has been desig- 
nated as the “Town Home?” and that in our reports and communications 
for many years the word “pauper” has not appeared, and since the per- 
missive statute was enacted allowing cities and towns to change the 
name of the “Overseers of the Poor’ to “Board of Public Welfare’ 
the change was made by this Town.” 

There were about the same number of visitors at the Home during 
the year. Special treats were provided during the holiday seasen and 
gifts for the inmates, who are very grateful for all these things. 

The Board appreciates the interest shown in their welfare, and at 
this time extend an invitation to churches and organizations to visit the 
Home frequently. 


At this writing comes the sad news of the death of our highly es- 
teemed matron Mrs. B. L. Carroll. We cannot speak too highly of her 
christian character and unswerving efforts in looking after the comfort 
and welfare of the inmates, even at the sacrifice of her own health. 
We shall always remember her as a helpful congenial supervisor.

REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES 


To the Citizens of Natick: 


Previous annual reports have emphasized the urgent need of pro- 
viding larger quarters for the several departments of the Library, if 
it is to give the service to the townspeople that its organization is 
capable of giving and that its patrons have a right to demand. It 
has become an essential part of the Town’s educational plan, and it is 
only because the present need for expansion in other branches of the 
school system seemed even more pressing, that your trustees have 
again deferred asking for the modest appropriation necessary to make 
the additions and improvements to the present building, outlined in 
our report for 1921, which, when completed, will make the library 
of vastly greater usefulness to the people of Natick. 

The continued generosity of the Trustees of the Walnut Hill 
School, which has added $2,000 annually to our Building Improve- 
ment Fund for the past five years, will materially relieve the burden 
upon the taxpayers when this long delayed work is undertaken. Under 
the circumstances the increase of over seven per cent in books taken 
for home use and the still larger increase in reference work and 
co-opration with the schools during the past year, as shown by the 
Librarian’s report, speak well for the efficiency of the working staff. 

We commend the report of the Librarian to the attention of all 
who are interested in the Library. It follows that of the Treasurer, 
both having been adopted as the principal part of our report to the 
Town.

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REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN 


To the Trustees of the Morse Institute: 


“We can keep on doing well only what we are actually doing 
better.” 

The report for 1926 would indicate that the library is following 
the principle of the above text, for despite all the obstructions in the 
way, there has been an increase in the circulation of books in the Main 
Library of 1,561 volumes, and in the Young People’s Library, 4,240. 
The daily average for the Main Library has been 185 volumes. 

- A tabulation of the number of books taken for home use from 
each department for the last five years is here inserted:

With this continued growth it is to be regretted that the oppor- 
tunities to assist in the education of the children and the young people, 
and in the supplementary work of the adults are being curtailed more 
and more by lack of room. 

There has never been a time in the history of the library when 
so many demands have been made upon it for help from the educa- 
tional standpoint, and it is self-evident that a building constructed 
over fifty years ago cannot be adequate to the present needs. 

The teachers are working with the library both for themselves 
and their pupils to a greater degree than ever before, and the “Why, 
when, and where” attitude seems to be prevalent with an increasing 
number of readers. The radio, instead of drawing people away from 
books, seems to double their interest, for so many topics are brought 
to their attention about which they desire further knowledge. 

We have had to give up reserving books for special classes in the 
schools, although they can be taken to the rooms if desired, because 
of lack of shelving. 

One of the most serious drawbacks to the reserve collection, has 
been in regard to the books in foreign languages loaned us by the 
Massachusetts Library Commission, for the use of those who cannot 
read English easily or at all. 

We have had at various times sets in Greek, Syrian, French and 
Italian for six months each, and they have had much use both in the 
library and in the homes of these people. 

When they are so much appreciated, and for these SE are 
the only literature available, it is lamentable that they have to be 
deprived of this pleasure because there is no place for the books. 

In a town of nearly 13,000 inhabitants, it would seem as though 
the library on the basis of school work alone, to say nothing of what 
it does for those beyond school age, and also when it is considered a 
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part of the educational system, should have equal facilities for ad- 
vancement to those granted to other town departments. 

One pleasing feature of the circulation this year has been a drop 
of two per cent in the number of volumes of fiction issued, and was 
unexpected because there has been no limit to this division except to 
the seven day books. 

Outside of the fact that so much of the non-fiction is taken out 
for reference, this class as a whole seems to be written in a more 
interesting style than formerly, so that it attracts more people who 
are reading for entertainment only, and thus serves a double purpose. 

One gift to the circulating department has been a set of the Out- 
line of Christianity or The Story of Our Civilization, in five volumes, 
well illustrated, and bringing it down to the present time. It is by 
current writers of note who are gifted in presenting facts in an 
attractive manner, and will no doubt have a wide circulation. 

The work of the Reference Room is one of the most important 
divisions, and beginning with the seventh grade pupils the applications 
for assistance are many. 

In addition to the annuals which keep the various sets complete 
to date, there have been three valuable gifts to this room: a new 
edition of the World Book in ten volumes, Webster’s New Inter- 
national Dictionary with Reference History and the last three volumes 
of the Encyclopaedia Britannica covering the World War and events 
since then. Also nine volumes of the Massachusetts Reports have 
been bought, which completes that set as far as published. A change 
of publishers was responsible for the intermission. 

The General Laws of Massachusetts have been in active use this 
winter, for the commercial class of the High School has been obtain- 
ing some practical information on what the laws really mean, and 
some of the knowledge was a surprise. 

One of the obstacles to the work here has been the transferral of 
many of the bound volumes of the periodicals to the basement. In 
research work they are of great value, but their bulk was against them. 

Another disadvantage to the storage of books in the cellar, which 
is the only location for surplus volumes, is that if they have to remain 
there muich longer, they will not be in a fit condition to go back on the 
shelves when there is room, which is not an economical policy for 
any library. 

We were fortunate through a friend of the library, to again have 
the services for a short time this summer of Miss Frances S. Wiggin, 
who did much extra work for us. Included in this was the cataloging 
of the one hundred and eighty-one volumes of the Vital Records of 
the towns and cities of Massachusetts given by the Secretary of State. 
This was a most important work, for while they were in use in the 
Reference Room arranged alphabetically, they were not in the card 
catalogue, and with the great demand for them it was a necessity. 

There has been some improvement in the Reading Room but until 
continuous supervision can be maintained general conditions will be 
unsatisfactory, and it is to be deplored that nearly all the magazines 
which the public should be able to read there, have to be kept upstairs 
for circulation. 


The Young People’s Library has had a very successful year as 
the large increase in circulation will testify. 

Miss Hazel Randall had done most excellent work in the two 
years and nine months in which she had had charge of the room, 
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and we were very sorry to have her resign, but with the opportunity 
offered her for advancement there was no other way. 

We have been very fortunate in obtaining the services of Miss 
Muriel B. Loomer, who was trained for this work, and has carried 
it on most successfully. Her report follows: 

Report of the Young People’s Librarian 

The work in the Young People’s Library during the past year 
has shown an unusual increase, the daily circulation averaging 86 
volumes through the school year, and 54 volumes during the summer, 
and the attendance for the purpose of reading and study is large. 

Books are sent each month to West Natick, Felchville, and East 
Natick schools, and beginning with the fall term, the fifth grade at the 
Nathan Rice School was added to the number. 

We send on an average forty volumes at a time to these schools 
and are in readiness to supply any others who so desire. 

The teachers who make use of this privilege think that the chil- 
dren derive more benefit from having them in the schools where they 
can exchange the books among themselves, and take them home for 
the rest of the family, than to go to the library individually, which 
might not be possible for all of them. 

We are much indebted to Mrs. Horace B. Gale, Miss Marion F. 
‘ Loker and Miss Phyllis Farwell for supplying transportation to East 
Natick through July and August, for otherwise many of the little 
readers of this section of the town would have had no books through 
the vacation period. 

Our story hour which is conducted by Miss Amy W. Sylvester 
has been held Fridays, at 3.45 p. m. At this time in the afternoon 
the smaller children whom we felt the hour was really for, would be 
better able to attend, and the change has been commended by many 
of the parents. The average attendance has been about 50, and all 
have shown great interest in the stories so delightfully related by Miss 
Sylvester. 

Book Week was observed November 8-13 by a large exhibition 
of new books and the number of older people who attended is in- 
dicative of an increasing interest in what the children read. 

We were assisted at this time by the Literature Committee of the 
Natick’ Woman’s Club, under the direction of Mrs. Willard L. Bowen; 
and through her efforts someone was in attendance each afternoon 
and evening, relieving the library force of much extra work. 

It has not been possible this year to hold the classes in which 
instruction is given to pupils of the seventh and eighth grades in the 
use of the library, but they will be continued the coming year, and 
several teachers have so requested because they found them so bene- 
ficial to the work of the children. 

The set of the World Book in ten volumes, replaced in the Refer- 
ence Room of the Main Library, was added here and has been helpful 
in the extreme. 

Lawrence Reagan gave two books for circulation, and Mrs. Ella 

Robinson Rose presented a check for ten dollars to be used for 
reference books in memory of her son, and this is not the first time 
that she has been generous to this department. 

Wtih new members coming in all the time, there seems to be every 
probability of an active year ahead.

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In regard to Children’s Book Week, we were not only indebted 
to Mrs. Bowen and her assistants for all the time they gave to make 
it a success, but also to Mr. Fred L. Harris, proprietor of the Natick 
Theatre, who again ran a slide that week for the purpose of bringing 
it to the attention of the public. Also Fairbanks & Son displayed a 
poster, and Mr. John S. M. Glidden gave one of his window to an 
exhibition of children’s books alone. 

The library has received many gifts of various kinds, and one was 
a set of Victor Hugo’s complete works from Miss Sarah Brookings. 

Miss Lucy Ellen Wight gave her file of the Natick Bulletin for 
binding, the publishers of the local papers donated a copy each for the 
Reading Room, and also printed all necessary notices. 

The Boston Public Library still continues through the Inter- 
Library-Loan to supply many books for reference which we do not 
possess, and this favor is a great boon to small libraries. 

Another change in the library staff was caused by the resignation 
of Miss Elizabeth R. Rice, who had been a very satisfactory substitute 
for a little over a year, but who gave up public life for private. 

Her place was filled by a trained assistant on full time, Miss 
Dorothy Bruce, who has proved to be very competent. 

Through the kindness of the Trustees, the librarian was able to 
attend the Fiftieth Anniversary of the American Library Association 
held in October at Atlantic City. 

These yearly meetings are always replete with helps and sug- 
gestions for the work, but this year with thirty foreign delegates and 
twenty-four countries represented, the horizon enlarged considerably, 
and it is to be hoped that the time is not far distant when there will 
be room to carry out some of the new ideas, 

The librarian wishes to express her gratitude for the opportunity, 
and trusts that the results will prove the trip to be the means of much 
benefit to the library. 

“United work” has been the slogan of the staff through-out the 
year, and is responsible for whatever success has been attained, and 
the janitor has always been ready to give his services at any time. 

We all sincerely thank the public and the Trustees for their kind- 
ness, leniency, and co-operation.

REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES 


January 2, 1927. 


The Trustees of the Leonard Morse Hospital submit their report 
for the fiscal year ending December 3lst, 1926. 

One of the most important items of interest was the decision of 
the Massachusetts Supreme Court in affirming the finding of the lower 
court in favor of the trustees of the Chickering fund, Mr. Frank 
Smith of Dedham and the Boston Safe Deposit & Trust Company 
of Boston, for the suit of the Misses Green against the trustees to 
obtain a lump sum from the estate in addition to the annuities as 
provided by the Deed of Trust established for them by Mr. Chicker- 
ing. With this suit decided, there being no appeal, the hospital is 
now receiving and will continue to receive the full income from the 
estate except two small annuities to a niece and nephew of* Mr. 
Chickering. These annuities cease at the death of the beneficiaries. 

The Trustees regretted to receive in July the resignation of Mr. 
Edward F. Brennan as a trustee. As Mr. Brennan refused to with- 
draw the resignation, we were forced to accept it. Mr. William F. 
Quinlan has been appointed to fill the vacancy until the annual meeting 
of the Town when a successor is to be elected.

The inspector of the Massachusetts Department of Public Safety, 
Mr. Harry Atkinson, has for some time been insisting that changes 
should be made at the hospital having to do with enclosing of stairways 
in the main building and Nurses’ home, and providing an additional 
fire escape on the main building. We are happy to report that the 
changes recommended by Mr. Atkinson have been completed. The 
trustees have also had an automatic sprinkler system installed through- 
out a very large portion of the main hospital building. 

With the structural changes made as required by Mr. Atkinson 
and with the sprinkler equipment in commission, we have very con- 
siderably added to the safety of the inmates. While the chances of a 
fire starting may be no less than before, any fire, we confidently expect, 
will be confined to its place of origin and promptly extinguished. It 
should be noted in passing that these changes have materially reduced 
our cost of fire insurance. 

We wish to express our thanks for two gifts which the nurses 
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have received and which are much appreciated by them. The first 
was a most excellent radio receiving set for the Nurses’ Home, the 
donor insisting that the name should not be made public. Under the 
most favorable conditions a nurse’s work is hard and her duties exact- 
ing. The set is giving greatly needed pleasure and recreation. 

The second gift was a sum of $832.20 for the Nurses’ Equipment 
Fund, the proceeds of an entertainment given on October 6th by Mr. 
Bob Emery, “Big Brother’, the much loved broadcaster, and other 
entertainers connected with Station W.E.E.I of Boston. Mr. Emery 
was a patient at the hospital this Spring, and to show his apprecia- 
tion of the service rendered him by the nurses, provided the talent 
for the entertainment, all seats in Concert Hall being sold in advance. 

As will be noted from the Superintendent’s report, this has been 
a busy year in the number of patients treated at the hospital.

The Trustees feel sure that the citizens of Natick 
are proud that they have an institution having the equipment and 
furnishing the service of the Leonard Morse Hospital, an institution 
entirely free of debt and self sustaining in every particular. 

We wish to record the trustees’ appreciation of the faithful service 
rendered by the Staff, the Superintendent, and her able assistants. 

The Treasurer’s and Superintendent’s reports follow and are to 
be considered as a part of this report.

A course of three years is maintained including four months’ 
probation during which time the probationers receive instruction in 
the wards and class rooms. 

The pupils receive experience in general, obstetrical and surgical 
nursing, operating room technique, massage and dietetics. 

The contagious course at the Boston City Hospital has been dis- 
continued and a six months’ course in pediatrics, medical and gyneco- 
logical nursing substituted, thereby covering the course as outlined by 
the Board of Registration of Nurses. 

Seven nurses have been admitted to the Training School two 
withdrew within three months and one withdrew at the termination 
of probation. 

The graduation was held at the Hunnewell Home, June 24, 1926, 
eight nurses graduating.

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REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON WEST STREET 


In pursuance of instructions embodied in the following motion, 
adopted on Article 40 of the Town Warrant of 1926. Your Committee 
has made a careful study of the entire proposition : 


Article 40. To see if the Town will vote to request the Select- 
men to widen and extend and lay out West Street, under the . 
Betterment Act, and request the Park Commissioners to extend 
and build a road from said extension of West Street to the land 
of the Town Farm, appropriate money for same, or otherwise 
act thereon. 


Voted: That the Town vote to request the Selectmen to look 
into the advisability of widening, extending and laying out West 
Street under the Betterment Act, also, to request the Park Com- 
missioners to look into the advisibility of extending and building 
a road from said extension of West Street to the land of the Town 
Farm, both Boards to make a joint report to the Town at the 
next annual Town Meeting. 


Should the plans of the Park Department to develop what was a 
portion of the Town Farm land, but now laid out as an Athletic Field, 
be carried to completion, it would of course be necessary to provide a 
suitable road to handle an extensive traffic and a through road from 
West Street to South Main Street west of the Town Farm Buildings, 
would not only solve this problem but would provide a direct route 
from a thickly populated part of the Town to Sherborn Centre and 
points to the south. A layout for a proposed extension of West Street, 
fifty feet wide is now on file in the Selectmen’s Room with plans and 
estimates furnished by the Public Works’ Department. 

The present course of West Street Extension so called is un- 
desirable because of dangerous curves, and it has never been legally 
accepted by the Town. The Committee feels that steps should be taken 
to correct this condition and it might be wise to acquire the land for 
the proposed street at this time, but to postpone any construction of 
said street until such time as some definite program regarding West 
Street Proper can be formulated. 


Therefore, it is recommended that a Committee be appointed 
by the Moderator, or that this Committee be given additional time 
and authority to look into the advisibility and the possible expense 
of widening West Street Proper and extending same southeasterly 
across Oakland Street through what is now private land to Curve 
Street at a point about the southerly end of Forest Avenue; thus 
to connect with Forest Avenue, High, Pitts and South Main 
Streets, and to report at the next Town meeting.
